AS PROMISED IN OUR REFERENCE CABLE, FOLLOWING ARE THE TEXTS 
OF THE NORTH VIETNAMESE PROPOSALS ON A PEACE PLAN AND ON PRO- 
CEDURES WHICH THEY TABLED AT THE SEPTEMBER 15 MEETING. WE WOULD 
WELCOME YOUR VIEWS ON THESE PLANS, ALTHOUGH WE HAVE NO INTENTION 
OF MOVING AWAY FROM OUR PRESENT POSITIONS. 

YOU SHOULD ALSO PROVIDE THIEU WITH THESE PLANS WHEN YOU SEE 
HIM, REPEATING THE POINT THAT THEY ARE NOT ACCEPTABLE TO US. 

WE ARE NOT. ASKING HIS VIEWS ON THESE PLANS, ALTHOUGH WE WOULD 
OF COURSE BE GLAD TO HAVE THEM. 

THANK YOU FOR YOUR MESSAGE AND THE THIEU LETTER TO THE 
PRESIDENT WHICH WE WILL ACKNOWLEDGE IN THE NEAR FUTURE.

THE D.R.V. N. SIDE WOULD LIKE TO GIVE FURTHER . CLARIFICATIONS 
ON ITS 10 POINTS AND TO MAKE NEW INITIATIVES AIMED AT RAPIDLY 
ACHIEVING A SETTLEMENT SATISFACTORY TO BOTH SIDES: 

1. THE U. S. UNDERTAKES TO RESPECT THE INDEPENDENCE, SOVEREIGNTY, 
UNITY, AND TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OF VIET NAM, AS RECOGNIZED BY 
THE 1954 GENEVA AGREEMENTS ON VIETNAM} IT UNDERTAKES TO END ALL 
U.S. INVOLVEMENT IN VIET NAM, TO REFRAIN FROM INTERFERING IN THE 
INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF VIET NAM, TO REFRAIN FROM USING ITS MILITARY 
FORCES INCLUDING GROUND, AIR, AND NAVAL FORCES, NO MATTER WHERE 
THEY COME FROM AND NO MATTER IN WHAT FORM TO ENCROACH UPON THE 
SOVEREIGNTY, THE TERRITORY, AND THE SECURITY OF THE TWO ZONES 
SOUTH AND NORTH VIET NAM. THE U. S. SHALL PUT AN END TO ALL MILI- 
TARY ACTIVITIES IN SOUTH VIET NAM, STOP BOMBING AND SHELLING

THE U.S. MILITARY AID TO THE SAIGON ADMINISTRATION WILL END 
WHEN THE CEASE-FIRE COMES INTO FORCE IN SOUTH VIET NAM. 

3. THE TOTAL RELEASE OF PEOPLE OF THE PARTIES, MILITARY MEN AND 
CIVILIANS, CAPTURED DURING THE VIET NAM WAR (INCLUDING AMERICAN 
PILOTS CAPTURED IN NORTH VIET NAM) WILL BE CARRIED OUT SIMUL- 
TANEOUSLY AND COMPLETED ON THE SAME DAY AS THE AFORESAID TROOP 
WITHDRAWAL. THE PARTIES WILL EXCHANGE THE LISTS OF PEOPLE

A. THE SOUTH VIET NAM PEOPLE’S RIGHT OF SELF-DETERMINATION

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A. THE SOUTH VIET NAM PEOPLE WILL DECIDE THEMSELVES THE 
POLITICAL SYSTEM OF SOUTH VIET NAM THROUGH GENUINELY FREE AND 
DEMOCRATIC GENERAL ELECTIONS, ELECT A CONSTITUENT ASSEMBLY, 

WORK OUT A CONSTITUTION, AND FORM THE DEFINITIVE GOVERNMENT 
OF SOUTH VIET NAM, REFLECTING THE ENTIRE PEOPLE'S ASPIRATIONS 
AND WILL FOR PEACE, INDEPENDENCE, NEUTRALITY, DEMOCRACY, AND 
NATIONAL CONCORD, EVENTUALLY LEADING TO THE PEACEFUL RE-UNIFICATION 
OF VIET NAM. 

THE GENERAL ELECTIONS WILL BE ORGANIZED SIX MONTHS AFTER 
THE SIGNING OF THE OVERALL AGREEMENT AND THE ENFORCEMENT OF THE 
CEASE-FIRE. THE MODALITIES OF THE ELECTIONS SHOULD GUARANTEE 
GENUINE FREEDOM AND EQUALITY DURING THE ELECTIONS CAMPAIGNS AND 
VOTE PROCEEDINGS TO ALL CITIZENS, IRRESPECTIVE OF THEIR POLITICAL 
TENDENCIES, INCLUDING THOSE WHO ARE LIVING ABROAD. THERE WILL BE 
INTERNATIONAL SUPERVISION OF THE FREE AND DEMOCRATIC GENERAL 
ELECTIONS IN SOUTH VIET NAM. 

B. THE SOUTH VIET NAM PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT OF NATIONAL 
CONCORD WILL BE SET UP TO CARRY OUT THE TASKS OF THE PERIOD 
FROM THE RESTORATION OF PEACE TO THE GENERAL ELECTIONS AND TO 
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ORGANIZE GENERAL ELECTIONS IN SOUTH VIET NAM. THE PROVISIONAL 
GOVERNMENT OF NATIONAL CONCORD IS THE CENTRAL GOVERNMENT FOR THE 
WHOLE OF SOUTH VIET NAM. 

THE PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT OF NATIONAL CONCORD IS COMPOSED 
OF THREE SEGMENTS: 

- PERSONS OF THE P. R. G. OF THE R.S. V.N; 

- PERSONS OF THE SAIGON ADMINISTRATION (EXCEPT NGUYEN VAN THIEU); 

- PERSONS OF VARIOUS POLITICAL AND RELIGIOUS TENDENCIES IN 
SOUTH VIET NAM, INCLUDING THOSE WHO LIVE IN EXILE ABROAD FOR 
POLITICAL REASONS, BELONGING NEITHER TO THE P.R.G. OF THE R.S. 

V.N. NOR TO THE SAIGON ADMINISTRATION. 

THE ABOVE THREE SEGMENTS ARE OF THE SAME PROPORTIONS AND 
EQUAL IN RIGHTS. THE PARTIES WILL AGREE ON THE NECESSARY MEASURES 
TO GUARANTEE THAT NO PARTY MAY DOMINATE THE PROVISIONAL GOVERN- 
MENT OF NATION CONCORD.

C. THE INTERNAL AND EXTERNAL POLICIES OF THE PROVISIONAL 
GOVERNMENT OF NATIONAL CONCORD ARE AIMED AT REALIZING PEACE,
